the tall appears to b« a transient af- 
fair somehow due to the comet's 
proximity to the sun. A periodic comet 
which displays a magnificent tall at 
one apparition may show little or noth- 
ing of this character upon another oc- 
casion.

As a typical comet swing* swiftly 


round the sun, the tall seems to swing 
around as well. Always It stretches 
from the comet In a direction away 
from tUe sun. 
A<« the tall may he 


many millions of miles In length, an 
explanation Is needed to cover the 
question as to how It Is possible In 
a few d«vs to svrlnc the tall through 
an are of ISO degrees. Some comets 
are extraordinarily rapid movers ns 
tht\v round the sun. Thus, the periodic 
comet of 1S-13 reached. In Its swine 
round, the wonderful velocity of 300 
miles per second. However. It Is more 
particularly the rapid angular swing
